1 | ), which the Subjeéts of this Kingdom 
Mme are reduced by the Law. That 
& which was framed and devifed for 
Proteétion is become an Engine of 
Defiruftion among us; like Religion, under the Difpen- 
ions of Rome before the Reformation, when the whole 
ealth of the Nation was abforbed in that devouring Gulf. 
The Profeffors of the Gofpel, I mean thofe who lived by 
» were looked upon with Horror and Deteitation thro’ 
he Land, and confidered in the fame difagreeable Light 
with our Profeffors of the Law at prefent ; infomuch, that 
Religion itfelf became as odious to our Anceftors, as the 
w is now become among us. The People groaned under 
the Burden of religious Oppreffions, and looked for Re- 
demption for many Centuries in vain; and perhaps it had 
Sever come, had not the wanton Exercife of religious Ty- 
rants crofs'd the Pleafures of the Courts nor even then, 
had not the Court obferved a Promptnefs in the People to 
fopport it in‘any Meafures it might take to promote a gene- 
tal Reformation, 
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The Law now ftands in the fame oppreffive Light as the 
Gofpel, or rather the Regulations annexed to it, did in thofe 
Days; but the Remedy, or at leaft the Mafter-Spring of 
it, is not in the like Hands it was then. Happy for us if 
it were $ for the Throne is never bettet pleafed than in the 
Exercife of it’s Prerogative for the Good of the People. It 
has been faid, that the Happinefs of our fo much boafted 
Conftitution is fuch, that a King of Great Britain can do 
no Wrong; but tho’ I can’t fubfcribe to this, I think I 
may ventufe to affert, that a King can’t do all the Good 
he might among-us, as the Government confifts of Three 
States, whereof the King is but one ; and therefore, with- 
out the Concurrence of the other two, he can do no legifla- 
tive A&. It may be faid that the Government was the 
fame at the Reformation. I own it was, in Form ; but every 
Reader of the Hiflory of thefe Times knows that the King 
governed as abfolutely as if the other two States had never 
been. They were no more than the Parliament of France 
is at this Day, paflive Implements of Obedience to the Will 
of the King. The Part of Government which the People 
referved in their own Hands is delegated by them to their 
Reprefentatives, who have not been always the «wi/ef? or 
the bonefe# among them. They have been charged with 
Corruption, and to have had fo little Regard to their 
Truft, that they frequently betrayed it into the very Hands 
they were appointed to guard it from. Now a Reformation 
of the Law cannot be affected by the King alone. It muft 
be done in Parliament, where the Profeffors are not without 
Fathers, Brothers, and other Relations, who can make a 
Stand upon Occafion, and take Care of their Intereft : 
Nay, they are there themfelves, and fome apprehend not 
fo much for the Service of their Country as to pafs thence 
into Dignities and lucrative Pofls, What Hopes is there 
then of reforming the Law? It is no Wonder, that the 
Groans of the People have been fo little regarded, and /ega/ 
Oppreffion fuffered to bear down their Necks fo long. In 
fome Parts of the Kingdom they fhear the Sheep twice a 
Year, and Shearers go about to be employed for that Pur- 
pofe. Our Circuit-Shearers in the Law do the fame, and 
clip fo clofe that a Growth can hardly ripen into Perfection 
before they come again. 


When I reflect on the Oppreffions of the Law, and that 
it devours more Eftates fhan it proteéts, and perhaps efta- 
blifhes more Wrong than Right ; that if I confult with a 
Lawyer I confult with a miftaken Guide, who leads me 
into a Wildernefs, or rather a Waite of Brambles and 
Briers-which tears my Cloathing into Rags, and bewilders 
my Underftanding, and confounds me with Difappoint- 
ment! where the Succefsful and Unfuccefsful, the Good and 
Bad, the Little and fometimes the Great, fooner or later 
perifh alike; I fay, when I refle&t on thefe melancholy 
Faéts, I am often tempted to think it had been rather bet- 
ter with us, if we had had no Law at all, but left in a 
State of Nature to pitch our refpeCtive Tents where each 
Individual could. The worft of fuch a State would be that 
Might mutt prevail, and the weaker be fubje& to the 
ftronger. This isno more than what we undergo daily in the 
Law, where the longeft Purfe and the perverfeft Temper 
always prevail. I fpeak it not jocofely, but in ferious Sad- 
nefs; nor do I impute it fo much to Corruption in either 
Branch of the Profeffion, as to the Law itfelf and the Con- 





ftitution of fome of our Courts of Juftice, which, however 
worthily filled, yet a Suiter may be ruined by the Arts and 
Contrivances of PraCticers and the Malice and Power of 
his Adverfary, before he fees the Face of the Judge and the 
long-fought-for Day of Hearing ; and even tho’ he may 
attain that Period, alas! he has hardly travelled one fourth 
Part of the painful Jourhey heis to go thro’. A long and 
tracklefs Way, if it may be called a Way, lies boundlefs 
ftill before him, full of oblique Turnings, expenfive Stands, 
and other Interruptions, where, befides the Levy of im- 
moderate Taxes, Cuftoms and Tolls, the wearied Traveller 
is fubje&t to Surprize and Attacks from the various Hoards 
of mercilefs Tartars that lurk among the Wilds of the De- 
fert to raife Contributions or interrupt his Courfe. 

I will not enter, at leaft at prefent, into particular Griev- 
ances and Abufes which arife from the Law, tho’ Plenty of 
them occur and prefs for Utterance: But 'tis an indelible 
Difgrace to Chriftianity, and indeed to human Society, to 
fuffer fuch a State of Depredation to fubfift fo long among 
ys, and to put Arms in the Hands of one Part of the Com- 
munity to torture and deftroy the ret. We may boaft of 
the Excellence and Utility of our Laws and the wife Dif. 
penfations of them ; but if Juftice is placed upon fuch an 
inacceflible Height, as none but the Rich can approach, 
confequently Juftice is only for them, and the reft fland 
wholly excluded. ‘Though the Laws of France are much 
more tollerable than ours, yet are they not without Caufe 
of Complaint. Battru, fo famed for his Wit in that 
Country, obferving Juftice and Peace kiffing each other, ina 
Pi@ture that was hung up in one of their Courts of Juttice, 
faid the Device was very fignificant of the Place; « For, 
continued he, Juftice and Peace, on the Point of parting, 
are taking a laft Embrace never to meet here again.” 
Whatever may be faid of Juftice, I think Battru’s Obfer- 
vation as to Peace is well founded, as Difcord and Uneafi- 
nefs are the Events of going to Law. 

The Inequality of our Laws are exceedingly inconve- 
nient to the People in general. Hiad they really been cal- 
culated to exclude the Poor from the Benefit of them, and 
to encourage Might and oppreffive Contentions, . they could 
not have been more effectually devifed. It is hardly practi, 
cable that a poor Artificer or Tradefman, who gets his 
Bread by the Sweat of his Brows, can recover his Hire or 
Reward of his Labour from a litigious wealthy Perfon, 
while he has it in his Power to appeal from Court to Court, 
and load the Suitor with fuch Expences as he is unable to 
defray. ‘The Conftitutions of our Courts of Equity are 
unfavourable to People of this Clafs, as they are unable to 
fupport the Expences of the Proceedings, and that Wrong- 
doers feldom fail to fight the Weapons thro’: So that if a 
Perfon in a handicraft Trade, or middling Shopkeeper, ob- 
tains a Verdict for 30 or 4o/. at Law, there is nothing 
eafier than to overpower him by the voluminous Proceedings 
of a Court of Equity. But it is feldom that a Perfon in 
fuch a Situation of Life can weather ont the more moderate 
Proceedings of a Court of Law. It refleéts no Honor upon 
our Conftitution, that a Suiter for Five Pounds pays the 
fame Stamp-Duties to the King as a Suiter for 500/. and 
that Officers and Court-Fees are much the fame in the 
leffer as in the greater Suit. Can any Man that refleéts on 
this furprifing Inequality conceive, that our inconfiderate 
Anceftors had any Regard to the Generality of the People. 





in framing the Gonftitutions of Ceurts and Impofition of | 
Duties in the Manner they have? Let me again repeat, 
*s That a Suitor for Five Pounds pays the fame Stamp- 
*¢ Duties, and much the fame Office and Court Fees as a 
‘s Sutor for good. or even fill a much larger Debt!” 
And what is ftill worie, itis not inthe Power ot the Bench 

remedy this Grievance; for moft Offices in our Courts 
of Juftice are become Frécholds and inviolable, and the 
Stamp: Duties have been impoled by the  i/aom of Parlia- 
ment, fo that nothing but the /7/dom of Parliament can 
eafe the unequal Burden, and unlefs che Remedy comes re- 
commended by the W7i/dom of the Court, I doubt the Day 
of Redrefs is far off. — 

The Inequality of our Laws and the Conflitution of our 
Courts, appear evidently burdenfome in the Cale of my 
Correfpondent, wha feems to groan under a Severity of 
itevitable Misfortune. Inftead of contributing: to his Re- 
@refs, and improving the Charity of his good Landlord, 
they objtruét both, and deny him the Use of the Giits of 
Fortune; for to limit him in the Ufe of his Right is to 
deny him the ufefel Improvement of it, and conlequent!y 
a Detriment to himflf and Family. ‘The little yearly 
Produce of his‘Frechold can avail them but very litte i 
whereas, were he enabled to raife Money upon it at a mo- 
derate Rate, he might improve it fo heppily in Time as to 
retrieve his Affairs, and in the Interim get a comfortable 
Subfiftence for himfelf and his Family.;, A Fine isa Fic- 
tion of Law,. which bars the Wife of her Dower and the 
Heir of Inheritance, and is wifely contrived to eftablifh 
Titles in Eflates, and quiet Purchafers in their Poffeffion and 
Right. As my poor Correfpondent has no more than an 
Eftate for Life in his little Freehold, he can’t make it a 
Security for a longer Term without a Fine, as, on his 
Death, his Widow becomes’ of Courfe endowed of he: 
Yhird,-avd the Heir will inherit ;:{6 that the Lender mutt 
Jofe his Money. : 

It is not the Lawyer that impoles on my Correfpondent, 
But the Law itfelf. The Expence of Conveyancing is grown 

ormoufly extravagant fince the Statute of Uies. Before 
that Time a little fhort Deed, by way of cofment or other- 





wife, according to the Nature of the Eftate and Tenure, 
fofficed ; but now we are run into fuch a Luxuriance of 
Oppreflion that way,’ that, unlefs fome Regulations be 
saade foon to check it, we fhall have hardly Sheep enough 
in the Nation to fupply our Conveyancers with Parchment. 
Great landed Ettates may afford the tedious and expenfive 
Courfe'of Conveyance by Deed, Fine, and Reconveyance, 
all which, as the Law ftands, are abfolutely neceflary. But, 
alas !. how can. little Parcels of Feechold of Six or Seven 
Pounds a Year, or lefs, fuftain the unequal Burden? I[e is 
an effe€tual Bar and Reftri€tion of Credit and Commerce be- 
tween the lower Clafs of Landholders, as it renders them 
incapable of borrowing a litle Money to ftrengthen their 
Hands in Hufbandry. 

‘ Why lag our Superiors in remedying fo great an Evil? 
May there not a more adequate Way of Conveyancing be 
devifed, proportionable to the Value of the Lands? Why 
fhould not a Certificate under the Judge’s Hand, on the | 
Pack of a thort Deed, of the private Examination of the | 
Wife, anfwer the Purpofe of 2 complete Fine as to her 
Right.—But it may be thought prefumptuous in a private 
Man to offer his Sentiments of Remedy in this Cafe, fur- 
ther than that Redrefs is abfolutely neceffary, fo as to put 
the inferior Clafs of Freeholders in aState of equal Freedom 
with thofe who are bleft with a happier Situation in their 
Circumitances. “Therefore, as nothing but the /Vi/dom of 
Parliament can relieve thefe little Freeholders oot of their 
State of Bondage and Oppreffion, to the ’i/dom of Par- 
liament I fhall leave it.
